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Mr. Tu Yuin IRR )» who is generally known by his 
courtesy name Tu Yuch-sung (At LE )» was born in 1867 at 
Kiaechae, Pootunge The son of a very poor family she 
received little or mo education and began his career at the age 
of 18 by working as an apprentice in the Dah Yeu (tH ) 
Fruit Hong, Tih Mao lung, Li Mah leo, Nanteac. During his 
apprenticeship he asseciuted with loafers and frequently 
gawbled, but due to the influence he had acquired in the 
loafer class he managed to escape dismissal. Taree years 
later, his apprenticeship ever, he was premoted shop-assistant 
and remained in this pesition fer two years, when, having 
misapprepriated his employers’ money, he was dismissed. 

After leaving the Dah Yeu Fruit Hong at the age of 
23, he led the life of a loafer in Nantae and subsisted on 
proceeds derived from opium-dealing, rebbery and extortion. 
At that time he was known as °S Kee Yueh-sung EAA) 
(Pruit Yueh-sung), and his associates were “Seong Kiang Lau 
Doo" ( SLA), “Jang Dau (“rebbver") Feh Zien" Ge EXD So. 
“Van Deoong (*rice-bucket* ) Ah Sar* (Ofde ra z )» “Veong Pau 
Zung" ( a) vA aX ) and other notorious leafers in 20 
district. Through the introduction ef the first naned, 
Tu became the follow®®: of Zung Su-chong Mts ) alias 
Ah Keu Feh Sung (PIPKG 4) alias Tau Tsien Ts Feh Sung 
( pita who belonged to the *Teeng’ GB ) elase ef 
the Green Paung. Tu lived in the Tien Sung Ledging 
House, owned by Mr. Taui Siaw-keu ( FAS. at Ging Ka 
(4 45 )» Mantae Bund. He was always in a pesurious 
state and spent most ef his ill-getten emins in gambiing. 
Four years later his fortunes began te imprevee 

Om the advice ef a fortune teller named Pan (2 Me 
Tu romoved to the home ef °Van Deong Ah San,* at Neel? Sing 
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Ka, Nantae Bund. (Ah San is now aged over 60 and is stili 
living in Namtae). After remaining there for a year, 


he, through the introduction of Ah San, vLecame an agent

of Hwang Ching-yung (- OSG ) who was then a detective in \ 
the French Police. His G@iligence and perspicasity won 

the appreciation of Hweng whose paramour, Kwei Sung (tt de 
ex-brothel-keeper from Seochow, often praised him. 

When Tu was SO years of age, through the introdvetion 
of Hwang, be became an assistant in an opium Long in Hongkew 
owned by a Cantoneses it was his duty to undertake protection 
of opium transportation. As he was eapable and on friendly 


terms with the loafer class, he enjoyed the confidenee of 
the manager who soon eatrusted him with all the affairs ef 


the opium honge About a year later, at 31 years of age, 


through the introduction of Hwang Chingeyung, he ebtained 
employment as manacer of a large opium hong on Rue du Consulat 


in the Prench Concession. He was well eff financially 

and made friends of notorious loafers and junior military 

and police officers. At the same time he began to “reeeive" 
followers. 

When he was 32 years of age, he established the Mei 
Teung Fwa Kyi FAs Hib Jewellery Shop, Rue du Consulat, 
the manager of which Li Ying-sung Tb 4 ) was one of 
his followers. This shop was used for meetings: between 
Tu and junior officers ef the Chineze police and the emuggling 
prevention squads. At the age of 35 he beeame increasingly 
rieh and notorious. He then had friends in the Freneh 
Coneuhetd:, the Court, and the Freneh Police. 

Apart from smuggling opium, Tu established a eeneern 
known as the “Black stufr Company® which received fees 
Fanging frem $3,000 to $10,000 per month frem every epiwma heng 
in the 7reneh Coneessien, in return fer which permission 


was granted to sell opium epenly and without interference. 
The "Black Stuff Company’ in turn paid 3180,000 per month 
to the French authorities. This venture raised Tu's prestige 
to a great extent, with the result that loafers in various 
districts and detectives of various police stations applied 
to be fellowers of Tue 

Shortly after Tu established an “epium pipe cempany“ 
te deal with opium smoking dens in the Freneh Coneession. 
For each pipe in a den the company cellected 30 cents per 
day. The collection was made in the afternoon, and after 
payment, the officers of the company affixed a seal on the 
den's account book. If a den reported the number of pipes 
to be less than the actual number, the company weuld impese 
@ fine ef $50 for each pipe that was mot mentioned, and if 
a den failed to report its existence to the company but 
conducted business secretly, the coetipany weuld arrange fer 
the French Pelice to raid and to deal with the den accerding 
to law. The French Felice would not punish the proprieters 
ef dens whose account books had reeeived the seal of the 
“Cpium Pipe Company.” The Company's income amounted to 
about $100,000 per month and all opiwm smoking dens Seuth 
ef Avenue Raward VII and West of Mohawk Road paid contributions 
‘amd were permitted to conduct business epenly. Tu, tegether 
with Hwang Chingeyumg and Chang Siao-ling Za lay iy amassed 
considerable wealths and numbered among their assectates 
amd fellewers, officials, detectives, cnanductors of eumbiling 
dems, shopkeepers, lawyers, armed rebbers and kidnappers. 
It was reperted that mediation in kiduapping eases preved 
very lwerative and Tu in cempany with his Freneh Tewn q@ang 
was believed te have received 50% of the ransem paid im all 
Capese 
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Mis relations with the Kuomintang were first 
established in about 1924, when impertant members of the Party, 
which was considered to be an secret ergan in Shanghai, 
requestec him te afford protect ion. Tu agreed te this 
‘request and several members of the Party took up residence 
in the French Cencession. Censequentiy, Tu has been 
on friendly terms with the veteran members of the Kuomintang, 
including Dre Chu Min-nyi, General Yang Hu, Messrs. Chae Lih- 
ts and Chen Li-fu. 

In April, 1927, whem the Nationalist Goverment 
vegan its anti-Communist campaign, Mr. Tu Yueh-sung tegether 
with two other influential paumg leaders in the French 
Goneession effcred assistance to the National Gevermment 
{m purging Shanghai ef the cemmunist elements in leeal labdeur 
exrganizsat ions. This assistamee was aseepted, and Tu and 
his associates assembled some 2,000 of their adherents 
whe, fellowing upon heels of the 26th Agmy, then in Shanghai, 
attaeked various untons in Chinese contrelled territory. 

The successful result of the campaign, in whieh Nr. Tu elaimed 
a lion's share, strengthened his influence with the Nationalist 
Army 

About a year later, he enlisted the assistance of 
certain Cantonese and opened four gambling houses in the 
French Coneession. Bach gambling house contributed daily 
$2,500 to be paid as bribes to the authorities. The 
bribing was carried out in a tactful manner by Tu himel? 
ané consequently the Chinese and senior foreign members 
ef the staff of the French Police and Prensh Censulate 
were anxious to imgratiate themselves with him, with the 
reqult that hie influence in the French OConcension inereased 
ereatiy. At each gambling house, there were pretectors 
whe prevented leafers from other: distriets frem causing 


trouble. These protectors were all under the control of 
Mr, Tu Yueh-sunge It was alleged that they were iu 
possession of pistols, and conducted illegal activities in 
the Concession such as wxtext tony armed robbery, kidnapping, 
eta. 

1930 and 1931 were the most flourishing years of 
Mr. Tu Yueh-sung's reign in the French Ccnoession, he was 
frequently reyuested by rich people in the Concession to settle 
disputes arisine over the division of inherited property, 
divorce, etc. ¥rom cases such as these he considerably 
enriched himself. During 1932 the French authorit ies 
banned the functioning of cvambling ana opium houses in their 
Concession. The owners of the houses affected deposited 
their capital to the amount of $4,000,000, with Kr. Tu and 
requested him to negotiate for the cancellation of the order. 
Realising that the order, issued in cempliance with the 
G@ecision of the French “overnment, could not be cancelled, 
he constructed the Chung Yei Building amd opened the Chung 
Wei Bank, using the capital of the gambling and epiwmm house 
owners. The owners fearing his power, raised me objection. 
Their money was later refunded to them in five yearly 
Snstallments. Since then he has endeavoured by every means 
to make friends with Government offi: ialsee 

In July of the same year, 1932, a scheme to introduce 
the public sale of opium in the provinee of Kiangsu was 
introduced by the Ministry of Finamee, and the Kiangsu 
Provincial Gevermment was authorised to eonduet the puvlie 
sale of opium en September 1. Mr. Tu Yueh-sung negotiated 
with the Kiangsu Previncial Government and succeeded in 
ebtaining the opium monopoly in Shanghai. In pursuance ef the 
scheme, he established the San Shing Company (28 Yn eae iz 
Nantae, which acted as the main organ for the supply ef epium 


te retailers. The Company, it was alleged, Gisbursed 
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monthly a total of avout $200,000 to the local Chinese 
authorities and other organs. Realising that armed 
protecticn was necessary for the transportation of epium, he 
succeeded in nominating General Yang Hu as commander of the 
Shanghai leace }resecrvation Cerps. A "Special Service 
Department” was then formed by the Corps; this department 
took over the work cf the San Shing Company, which was “wound 
upe" The Special Service Department was, however, annexed 
and incorporated into the Bureau of rublie Safety in the 
middle of December, 1932, by the order of Mayor Wu Te-ehen. 

In 1955, w large quantity of morphia was seized 
and confiscated by the Chinese authorities at Hankowe As 
it was worth quite a large sum, General Chiang decided te 
have the morphia refined and sold for medical purposes. 
The sum thus raised was intended fer the use of the Blue Shirt 
Seaietye 

The task ef establishing a factory for refining 
the morphia was entrusted te Mr. Tu Yueh-sung who was given 
six months to complete the task. A factory was then 
@stablished in Namtao, and work was earried on under the 
protection of the Chinese authorities. Mre fu pereeiving 
the chance of making a huge profit, secretly arranged with 
Mr. Chang Hsueh-Ming, brether of General Cheng HNeweh-liang, 
whe was then Chief of Police at Tientsin, to transpert to 
Shanghai a large quantity ef morphia, and make use of the 
factory in Nantae to refine it instead of the morphia entrusted 
to him by General Chiang. It is reported that Mr. wu Te-ehen, 
them Mayor of Shanghai, was given $10,000 every month te 
ceanive at thie deception. Ou the expiration ef the 
six months time limit, he applied te General Chiang fer an 
extension of the period on the pretext that the preduet ef 
the faetory lacked demand on the market, and that as a 


consequense the work of refiiin, nud deen delayed. 

The application war approved but in the middle of 
Autumn, General Chiang received information concerning 
Mr. Tu's intrigue. He at once arranged for secret 
investigations and discovered the t ruthe A coupary of 
Military -olice was despatched from Nanking to Mantae and 
raided the i4forphia Factory. On learning of the raid, Mre Tu 
Yueh-sung arrunged with «en Chien-kong (FAEhB Chief 
Adjutant attached to the “dosung-Shanghai Defence Commissioner's 
Headquarters, to issue written instructione, bearing the 
chop of General ‘u Te-chen, for the withdrawal of the troops. 
The raid was however carried out without interference, and 
the written instructions wers forwarded by the Military 
Folice to General Chiang Kai-shek at Nanchang. Greatly 
enraged, General Chiang instructed General «u to submit an 
explanation. The Mayor excused himself by statirg that he 
had no knowledge of the gorphia factory and that one of his 
chops which was usually kept by the Chief Adjutant fer 
office use, had been used without his knowledge. Wen Chien- 
kong was subsequently escorted to Nanchang and was subsequently 
shote It is not known how Mr. Tu wriggled eut of his own 
share in the trouble. 

During the same year, 19335, Mre Tu Yueh-sung became 
@ shareholder of the Naayang Brothers Tobacce Factory, Bast 
Seward Road, when he was presented by the management of the 
company with 1,000 shares, to the value of $15,000, as a 
reward for his efforts in settling a dispute existing between 
the management and their workers. 

; Pollowing the assassination of Mre &s Liang-sai 

( REX )» then General Manager of the “Shun Pae,” on 
November 135, 1954, nexr Hangehow, Mr. Tu Yueh-sung was appointed 
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Chairman of the Board of Directors 0: the “Shun Pao," "China 
Times," "China Kvening News" and the "“Vnina !ress," all of 
which were formerly under the control of Mr. Ss. The 
@hairman of the Shanghai Citizens’ Association, hitherto 
located at 11358 Bubbling ‘veal Road, and at ;-resent in the 
Chung sei Bank Building, 16 kKue de la :orte du Nord, left 
vacant by Nr. Sz Liangegzai, was succecded by Mre TUe an 
allegation was current at that time that Mre Tu was the prime 
instigator in the assaseination, but it could not be 
confirmed. The assassination wae however planned by the 
Blue Shirt Society, on the ground that Ss Liang-szai had 
refused the request of the Propagunda Department of the 
Central Kuomintang to place a representative of the local 
Tangpu as Chief Editor of the Ss Yeu Dai AGES )» an 
editorial page of the “Shun Fae.° 

Mr. Tu YueR-sung was first elected a member of the 
Supervisory Committee of the Chinese Chamber of Commeree 
in June, 1934, through the efforts of Mr. Wong Shiae-lai 
( LEFT), with whom he had beceme intimate during the 
previous two years. During the next eleciion of the 
Chinese Chimber of Commerce in June, 1936, he was elected 
a@ member of the Executive Committee and later appointed 
member of the Standing Committee. He w still holds 
these positions. 

In 1955, he was requested by Dr. H.H. Kung, Minister 
of Finanee, to negetiate with the shareholaers of the Bark 
of China and the Bank of Communteations with a view to 
placing these banks under the control of the National 
Government. Aes the share holders were all on friendly 
terms with Mr. Tu, in whom they had much confidence, 
he was successful in his negetiat ions, and the banks were 
put under the econtrel of the Government during Octeber, 1935. 
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Prior to the opening of the Point Islund Fish Mrket 
under the Minitatry of Industry on My ll, 1936, the zuthoritie 
realizing that the owners of the fieh honge at Mrche de l'Est 
would eppese the decision of the mrket authorities requiring 
them to remove to the Market, requested the assiatance of 
Mre Tu Yueh-sung, and as remuneration appointed him the 
Chairman of the Board of Directors of the Mirket, In these 
cases the Government ewed their success greatiy to the 
Aseistance of Mr. Tu, 2nd &s 4 result he gained much ® vour 
with the National Government officials. 

Mr. Tu Yueh-sung is willing to loose his purse strings 
in the settlement of labour disputes; for instance, the strike 
ef the employeee of the Shanghi Bleetric Construction 
Cempany in April, 1937, in which he cont#iduted $6,000 to 
the strikers to compensate them for the pay they lost during 
the period of the strike,
